Isina M. Shafran, a clerk at a 
grocery store in Murmansk, said: 
“A month ago we had 1 panic buying 
of butter, polatoes and cabbages. A 
week later we had panic buying of 
acre also had 

“A year ago we ration- 
ing ms, but everything was 
orderly.” she said. “Today, people 
are scared. And how can you not be 
scared if you see 10 or 20 meters of 
counter space stuffed with just one 
item, cans of tomato paste?” 

That the situation is worse than a 
year is a proposition that is 
universally accepted, although the 
situation is unevenly worse.
